For Dropſie and King s-Evil 
take it three or four dayes together in rainy weather, by reaſon all the bumours are then afloat , and canſes the Spirit ts have a more 
powerful operation: For no Medicine except taken at 4 ſeaſonable time, can have that true operation upon Pains and Humour: of 
fending the Body. Being ſtopped cloſe , it is ſubject to ne decay, but remains good from age to age in extremity of Heat or Cold , 
without detriment to its Vertues or Operations. It hath been tried in ſeveral Voyages to the Eaſt and Weſt- Indies, with great ſuc 
ceſs upon Scorbutick Sea-men , à ſmall quantity having cured beyond expectation: And it hath proved very effettual for the cu- 
ring theſe following Diſtempers in Virginia, New. England, and ſeveral other places there adjacent. It's called by the Name of
